The Public Health Nursing Program has been limited in its 
scope this year because it is only possible to give maximum service 
to a community where there is an active Health Committee to 
assist in planning and executing a Health Program. 


Searsmont has been visited by your Public Health Nurse 10 
times this year. 19 home visits to expectant mothers, infants, 
pre-school and school children have been made.

Through the efforts of your local Health Committee, 3 Child ° 
Health Conferences have been held with a physician in attendance 
to give physical examinations, immunizations and vaccinations 
against communicable diseases. 24 infants and pre-school children 
have attended these conferences. 


Service has been given to the schools through consultant 
service with the teachers and school superintendent. 60 school 
children were given the Audiometer test and 5 were found to have . 
defective hearing. 2 school Clinics have been held to complete 
the immunizations started in 1950. 22 children have attended 
these clinics where protection against diptheria, whooping cough, 
tetanus and small pox have been given. 


Available Clinics to the Community, sponsored by the De- 
partment of Health and Welfare, include Crippled Children, 
Pediatric, Speech, Hard-of-Hearing, Cardiac, Mental Hygiene, 
Diagnostic X-ray and Cancer Control. Service has been given to 
the community through many of these Clinics. 


Your Public Health Nurse does appreciate the cooperation 
that has been given her by the Town Officials, Health Committee 
and School Personnel. She is sure this same cooperation will be 
extended to her during the coming year and she may have the 
pleasure of giving more service to your community.

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There is occasion, in my opinion, for us all to give thanks 
for the service that our teachers have rendered us this past year. 
Three of our teachers are new to the staff. They readily adjusted 
to their school work and have shown a fine attitude in the com- 
munity life. As a matter of fact, our problems in conveyance, 
teaching, and other matters pertaining to the schools have been 
such that they could be rather readily handled by the school 
committee, which has worked very harmoniously with me and the 
teachers. 


The school lunch program, according to all reports, is at this 
time being handled with the approval of the public. Surplus 
commodities from the United States Government have been very 
few, and there is no reason to believe, because of the removal of 
farm support by Congress, that they will be any more plentiful 
until times and circumstances change. 


The classroom upstairs in the Village School has been given 
an interior decorating. We added new tetor boards to the play- 
ground equipment and have kept the other playground equipment 
in good repair. Next year we must do some repair work at the 
North School. The woodshed needs to be jacked up, shingled, 
and repaired in general. 


This year we received full allocation in our State School 
Fund. Next year, however, operating under the new legislation 
we will receive a 7% cut in the state funds. It is to be hoped 
that the next legislature will appropriate sufficient funds to make 
full allocation according to the prescribed statutes as amended 
in the past legislature.
